Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
deemed to distinguish over the prior art for the reasons set forth by apphcant in the "Remarks" of 
his amendment filed on 4/7/2006. The new claim language in claims 1 and 13 specifying that the 
welding gun does not include a brake is considered to be supported by the specification as 
originally filed because there is no explicit disclosure of a brake in the original specification and 
it would not be possible for the welding gun as disclosed to have a brake because the electrodes 
are subject to fine adjustments during the welding event (see for example, the abstract), 
necessarily precluding the presence of a brake. Therefore, the amended claim language in claims 
1 and 13 specifying that the gun does not include a brake does not constitute new matter.
